Austin, Tex., Oct. 4.—W hite winged 
doves, apparently headed for destruc­ 
tion a few years ago, have heat back 
to such an extent that it is estimated 
4,000 hunters tuck more than 50,000 
in one county the first week of the 
open season, according to reports re­ 
ceived by the Texas Game, Fish and 
Oyster Commission's executive secre­ 
tary. 
W hite winged doves are in excellent 
shape throughout South and 
South­ 
w est Texas and W illacy county s re­ 
port 
of 50,000 birds killed in two 
days is an excellent exam ple of the 
sport in Texas this year. W hite w in g s 
provide more difficult shooting than 
mourning doves. Airplanes, motor cars 
and trains are carrying large parties 
into Southwest and South Texas. The 
season remains open here until No­ 
vember 15. 
Grand juries throughout the state, 
conscious of the increasing 
interest j 
in the preservation and propagation, 
of Texas’ game and fish, are cooperat­ 
ing with the Game Department to a j 
higher degree than ever before. The J 
latest action taken w as by a grand 
jury at 
Groesbeck, which instructed j 
officers in that area to cooperate with 
the department in preventing the dy­ 
namiting of fish.
